o Any brand of 100% refrigerated orange juice 
o 64-ounce container 

 Tofu  --  NEW item 
o 12 to 16 ounce packages 
o No Organic product 
o ONLY approved brand is House Foods 

 Soy Beverage  -- NEW item 
o 64-ounce container (1/2-gallon) 
o 8th Continent Original Soymilk is the ONLY approved brand  

 UPC code – 0-53859-070660-3 

 Whole Wheat Bread  
o Additional “brands”          
o Review listing for all approved items. 

 Soft Corn  (Yellow and White)  and Whole Wheat Tortillas 
o Added Whole Wheat Tortillas 
o Review listing for all approved brands 

 Peanut Butter   
o Honey roasted is not authorized 
o Reduced fat Peanut Butter is not authorized 

REMINDER 

 Milk – reminder, the Program only issues Whole milk and 1% / Skim reduced fat cows’ milk.  
o Iowa does not issue WIC checks for 2% Milk. 

 Baby Fruits and Baby Vegetables – reminder ONLY the 4-ounce containers are authorized. 
o Iowa WIC DOES NOT allow the purchase of the 3.5 Twin pack.
